PARIS, Doo. 27.— Iu politicul circles tho 
eloction of a president of tho republic to 
Bucceod President Ournot has become tho 
loading question of the hour. Tho oleotion 
ia atill at least von months away, as the 
latest timo at which tho National Assembly 
can moot to docido tho question is Novem- 
bor, 1891. Presidont Carnot's term expires 
on January 1st, 1895, ho having taken the 
ofiieo on January 1st, 1SSS. In Franco tho 
Prosident is not elected as in tho United 
States, but by au absolute majority of tho 
National Assembly, which is composed of 
tho Sonata and Chamber of Deputies moot- 
ing as one body. 

Lo Rappel is endeavoring to estimate 
what chances President Caruot has for re- 
election. It calculates that out of tho mem- 
bers now composing the Senate two-thirds 
can bo relied upon to support the candida- 
ture of President Carnot. The estimate is, 
however, wanting in uecuracy in that it is 
beyond tho realm of possibility that the on- 
tire elective Senate, as at present constitu- 
ted, will bo returned at the coming Senator- 
ial elections. Tho electoral colleges which 
are to select Senators for re-election will bo 
obliged under the constitution to roturn ISO 
men, of whom 157 will certainly bo doubt- 
ful in their attitudo toward Carnot. Hie 
best opportunity of ro-election will be found 
in tho disgrace or obscurity to which his op- 
ponents have been brought in rapid suc- 
cession, 

Ribot, Floquet, Constans and Freycinot 
are no longer in Carnot's way. Those whom 
he has not outworked he has outlived. Ho 
has elevated himself through tho demoral- 
ization of ministries, whoso dissolution have 
almost invariably resulted in shattering the 
highest hopes of their metnbors, yot in none 
of theBO political crises has the Presidont 
compromised himself. Many persons begin 
to think him to bo too clever and secrotivo 
to bo trusted again with this high office, but 
fow of these opposing his ro-election to the 
presidency of the Republic havo given an 
answer to the question, " Who else among 
tho survivors of tho Panama scandal is 
available for his place ? " 

Vogt, Rousot and Thebault, three anar- 
chists, arrested to-day for collecting money 
to be used in spreading the propaganda aro 
habitual thieves. This is but another bit of 
evidence that professional criminals, who 
acknowledge a glory in thoir crimes, when 
they are fr«o, parade their beliof in anar- 
chism tho moment thoy aro arrested as an 
excuso for their diigrace. Pons, the anar- 
chist, u.restod in St. Etienne on Monday 
bocauso ho threatened to blow up a bink, 
explained thus his ideas of anarchism or so- 
cialism— "I liko other Socialists, adopt 
Proudhon's saying that property is theft. 
A similar confession was made by Anarchist 
or Socialist Langel, Heron and Berthe, who 
were arrested for throwing bricks 
through tho great gloss windows of the 
Compt.oir Bijouterie, in the Boulevard Per- 
sonnerio. Another peculiarity of many an- 
archist and socialist suspects now under ar- 
rest is tho rapid spread of insanity among 
them tho moment they are locked up. 
Those who intend to make any legal de- 
fence of their actions seem intent, almost to 
a mania, upon making themselves appear 
mentally deranged. 

The trial of August Vaillant, who threw 
tho bomb in tl.e Chamber of Deputies, will 
begin on January 5 at the Paris Assize 
court. In tho evidence concerning 
Vaillant's career will bo tho testi- 
mony of a man who was friendly wilh 
him in Buonos Ayrea. This witness will 
say that ho met Vaillant in July, 1891, at 
tho Cafo Universale, in Buenos Ayres, and 
was at once importuned by him to bring, 
preasuro to boar upon M. Rouvier, then iu 
tho cabinet, to secure the release of Anar- 
chist Fournier, one of Vaillant's comrades. 
Fonrnier had been imprisoned for having 
published revolutionary articlee. Vaillant's 
new Socialist friend communicated with M. 
Rouvier, but was unable to secure Four- 
nier's release. Vaillant at that time was 
publishing a Socialist journal entitled " To- 
day — To- morrow." Between the two words 
was a picture of a bomb exploding in tho 
Chamber of Deputies.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



ANNIHILATED. 

Their Retreat Cut Off by Floods-Captain 
Wilson's Forces Massacred by the 
Hatabele. 

London, Dec. 27. —Confirmation has been 
received from soveral commercial oourcos of 
tho complete annihilation of Capt. Wilson's 
force. It lacked confirmation by official 
messages, but it is generally accepted as 
truo. After tho defeat of King Lobonguln 
at Buluwayo, ho (led to and across tho 
Shangani river, pursued by the British. 
Capt. Wilson and about forty men left tho 
main body pursuing column and crossed the 
Shangani ufter tho enemy. Shortly after 
ho crossed tho river began to rise and his 
retreat wns cutoff. Soon reports began to bo 
received that tho whole force had been 
killed and they were belioved ut the colonial 
oflico, though no official dispatches were re- 
ceived to confirm them. On December 12, 
a roport wus telegraphed from Capetown 
Capt.JWilson's force had defeated tho Mata- 
bole under Lobengula, and that tho natives 
hud flod. This report, however, liko thoao 
of tho massaare of tho force, wus not con- 
firmed. It was then also said that Capt. 
Wilson was understood to be making for 
Fort Charier, as the riao in tho river pr 

ntcd his return to Buluwayo. Tho advices 
now received indicato that the first report 
of tho massacre of tho force wus probably 
correct and that instead of defeating tho 
Matabele, tho latter annihilated Wilson's 
forco.

SICILIAN RIOTS. 

More Trouble with the Mob— The Prisons 
Burst Open and Their Occupants 
Liberated. 

Palermo, Dec. 27.— Details of tho riots 
at Lorcardi Fredi and the fight between the 
mob and tho troops on Monday were receiv- 
ed hero this morning. Tho troops and 
rioters fought for three hours in front of tho 
Mayor's houso. Tho troops charged twice, 
but each time were driven buck with several 
injured. Tho police charged repeatedly, 
but without success. Eventually tho 
troops fired u volley. Four men and 
two women fell dead. Twenty-tour 
others wero left wounded in tho streets 
when tho mob rotired. Tho police commis- 
sary was among the wounded on tho govern- 
ment's aide. The anti-tax riot reported yea- 
terday from Valguanera resulted in enor- 
mous damage to property During tho con- 
fusion caused by fires sot by rioters, at tho 
town hall, tho post oflico, telegraph oflico 
and tho houses of several officials, ono hun- 
dred men attacked the guards at the prison, 
burst open tho doors and liberated all tho 
convicts. 



GENERAL ENGAGEMENT. 

Brazilian Insurgents and the Government 
Ships Indulge in Very Heavy Firing. 

London, Dec. 27.— A dispatch from Por- 
nambuco snys that a general engagement 
between tho Insurgents and Government 
ships is reported to havo taken place at Rio 
Janeiro. The forts aro said to havo shared 
in tho battle. Tho dispatch adds that the 
firing is said to havo boon the heaviest on 
December 21 A correspondent in Lisbon 
telegraphed that ho has soon tho dispatch 
sent from Rio Janeiro by the brother of tho 
Portuguoao minister. This brothor is iu tho 



General Business of the Year Worse 
Than of the One Pre- 
ceding. 

Trade With America Improving- De- 
spite McKhiley— Germany a Very 
Good Customer. 

London, Dec. 27.— Tho Pall Mall Ga- 
zotte said this ufternoon, in its review of 
tho year's trade of Great Britain : "General 
trado has been worse than in 1892. Last 
year ended with an enormous loss of imports 
and exports, but as 1803 draws to a close, 
1 892 BeemB to bo brighter when compared 
with tho present gloom over tho country's 
industries. In tho first 11 months of 1S9.3 
tho imports declined over £17,500,000 as 
compared with the first eleven months of 
1892, whil« importB wore reduced £6,500,- 
000. Tobacco imports increased £07,000. 
Thcb'o aro tho only exceptions to tho general 
doclino. The exports of food, drink, chem- 
icals and machinery increased. Tho yarns 
and textile fabrics exported decreased 
£210,000. Tho coal exported decreased 
£2,500,000. Beforo tho coal striko 
this industry showed brighter Bigns. 
Cotton especially Buffered from the 
strikes and increased foreign competition. 
Only 10,000,000 pounds weight of cotton 
wero purchased, whereas during the first 
eleven mouths of 1802 a Bimilar amount was 
obtained from tho United States. There 
has been an unbroken decline since 1S91 in 
the quantity and quality of these goods for 
tho East, and although most of tho eastern 
countries havo increased their demand for 
cotton goods, and the returns show a marked 
improvement, tho eastern demand, on the 
contrary, is waning. 

Tho orders forChinu and Japan aro gradu- 
ally growing smaller and Turkey also has 
required less. Tho American trade has 
steadily advanced. What effect tho change 
in tho tarilf of tho United States will 
bring about is a matter of conjecture. 
The Lancashire merchants did not fear tho 
McKinley tariff bocauso thoy sent their 
best goods to tho States. If tho McKinley 
tariff has had any effect, therefore, it, has 
been to increase the cotton trade, which in 
tho first eleven months of 189,'f ex- 
ported generally 1,339,596 pounds, 
this being un increase over previous 
years. Brazil and the South American re- 
publics were largo buyers, but not half tho 
quantity was shipped to Chili as in 1892. 
Tho woolen trade bears u bright as- 
pect. Germany is our best customer for 
woolens and worsted yarns, taking nearly 
half the goods exported. Tho export of 
woolen tissues amounted, in the first eleven 
months of 1892, to 4,835,158 pounds, com- 
pared with 5,231,146 pounds in the same 
months this year. Tho exports of worsted 
tissuoB, which amounted to 8,10-1,500 in 
1892, fell to 7,561,7.32 pounds in 1893. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 27.— Hon. Messrs. Fostor, 
Wood and Wallace aro drafting tho proposed 
new tariff measures. They are holding daily 
Beaaions in order to give ample timo for con- 
sideration of tho details. It is probable that 
tho meeting of Parliament will not bo as 
early aa had boon first anticipated. Tho 
date has not yet been fixed, but it is said to- 
night it is likely to bo Thursday, Febru- 
ary 15. 

Doctors Greufell and Bobardt, of London, 
England, wero in the city to-day in the 
interest of tho Deep Sea mission. They uro 
endeavoring to enlist tho sympathies of the 
Dominion Government in favor of a hospital 
to bo erected for tho accommodation of resi- 
dents of Labrador. 

Mr. Lark, World's Fair Commissioner, 
returned from Chicago to-day. He stated 
that by Saturday next all tho Canadian 
exhibits will be shipped to their several 
destinations. Mr. Lark proceeds to Wash- 
ington shortly in connection with several 
disputed awardB. 

The Governor-General has appointed Rev. 
T. Winfield, formerly pastor of the Reformed 
Episcopal church hore, to bo chaplain to tho 
Viceregal household. A chapel has been 
erected at Rideau Hall, which was used for 
the first timo on Sunday. 

Tho Cabinet had a four hours Bcssion to- 
day, all the members being present, the first 
time for several months. 



PARISH COUNCILS BILL. 

A New Btanding Order Proposed to Provide 
for the Passage of This Measure. 

London, Dec. 27.— It is understood that 
beforo proroguing Parliament, tho Govern- 
ment will aak the Houso of Commons to 
approve of a now standing order which will 
onablo any Parliament to take up at tho 
beginning of a session ihe unfinished busi- 
ness on a bill exactly at tho point where it 
was left by prorogation of tho preceding 
session. In caso this order be adopted, it 
will bo first applied probably to tho Parish 
Councils Bill.

Nicw York, Dec. 27.— It was announced 
to-day on Wall street that Andrew Cur- 
nogio, tho Btoel king, would leave this 
country for Egypt January 4.

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- - CAROLINE FOSTER. 

The Sad Fate of a Woman Who De- 
serted Her Husband 
and Child. 



She Lies Dying From a Wound In- 
flicted by a Discarded 
Lover. 



Carolines Foster, the unfortunate woman 
who was shot by her lover Rudinaki at San 
Francisco on tho 16th instant, is slowly 
sinking at tho Recoivinp hospital in that 
city and death is only u question of a few 
days, as tho physicians havo given up all 
hopes of saving her. Her story is u sad, but 
only too common repetition of what onohoara 
almost daily. Deserting her husbaud and 
child for "a handsomer man," she in turn 
was cast off and finally received her death 
wound at tho hands of anothor lovor, orazad 
by jealousy, of whom she had tried to rid 
heraolf. 

Caroline Hunt was born in British Colum- 
bia and being left an orphan oarly in life, 
was adopted by a family named Hurrell 
and lived happily with them until 
Bho married a man named Fos- 
ter. She came from Burgoyno Bay and 
frequently visited at Vancouver, where she 
had many friends and was highly respected. 
Two years ugo, however, she diaappoared, 
and aa it afterwards turned out deserted her 
husband and six mouths' old child for a man 
who lied with her to Arizona. Tho man for 
whom she had sacrificed homo und reputa- 
tion turned out to be a counterfeiter and, 
pursued by the officers of the law, lied, 
leaving his victim to face the world alone 
among Btrangers. She finally made her way 
to San Frunciaco, where she mot John Rud- 
inaki, a Pole, who fell in lovu with her, and 
with whom she lived aa Caroline Burke for 
some montliB. Sbo evidently tired of Rud- 
inaki and wont to Raymond, Merced county, 
wheresheservedaswaitressina hotel. Rudin- 
ski, who is of i. wildly passionate and jealous 
disposition, had a friend namod Ma- 
teske, and when alio went to Merced it wus 
arranged that Caroline was to correspond 
with Rudinski (who said he was going to 
hunt work in Portland) through tho medium 
of Mateske. Rudinski, did not go, and bo- 
c-ime wild with jealousy whon Caroline 
wrote to Mateske. Ho declared she was 
going with other men, and finally bought a 
revolver with which ho Bworo to kill her. 
Caroline in the meantime returned to San 
Francisco, but refused to livo with Rudin- 
ski. Finally, on the evening of the 16th, 
he followed her from a restaurant whoro she 
had had supper to a lodging house on Grant 
avenue, where she went to call on a 
friend. The lodgi lg houBo keeper saw 
Rudinski speak to Carolino (ho was then 
asking her for the lust time to return to 
him, but Bhe refused) then when Caroline 
repulsed him, the muu drew a pistol, fired a 
shot at her and Qed. The unfortunate 
victim with a shriek ran downstairs and fell 
to the gound mortally wounded, tho bullet 
having passed through the left lobe of her 
liver and the diaphragm. Sho was carried 
to a drug store near by while her assailant, 
pistol in hand, rushed along the Btreet like 
a crazy man, and was finally captured, taken 
to tho drug store and identified by Caroline. 
Tho woman was then removed to the 
hospital and RudinBki to prison. 

Tho unfortunate woman has endured tho 
pain of her wound with remarkablo forti- 
tude, and calmly uwuita for tho end that 
must aoon come. For a long time she re- 
fused to give her name, and it was only 
through a friend who had known her in 
happier daya that the particulars of her 
early hiBtory were learned. The most 
pathetic part of this and story is the yearn- 
ing of the poor creature after tho baby she 
deserted when Bhe fled from her happy 
home. In all her wanderings sho has car- 
ried with her a little dress and tiny pair of 
baby's ahoes, and when she learned her 
death waa approaching sho had them placed 
in tho bed beside her, where she wishes 
them to remain till the end comes. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

The Genernl List Firm-Excitement In New 
England und General Electric. 

New York, Dec. 27.— Before the opening 
of business at tho Stock Exchange, it was 
generally believod that the New Kngland 
road would be placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, but, notwithstanding this, the mar- 
ket, outBide of New England and a few 
other issues, held reasonably well. The 
firmnei-s of the general list was due in a 
great measure to the way London accepted 
the Atchison receivership. PriceB for 
American securities showed moderate ad- 
vances all along the line. The only 
stock on tho list that did not sympathize 
were New England and (Jeneral Electric. 
New Eog'and broke .'([ fcn 12, and rallied to 
13| to 13A — a net lusa I 2 per cent, for the 
day; heavy blocks of fie nock boing thrown 
overboard. General Uleotrio, however, re- 
covered tho greatest rttoline, falling from 
37| to 31.}, with a subsequent rally to 33, all 
the old stories and unfavorable atoriea about 
the property being revived. Boston waa a 
free seller, and there were rumors from that 
city about startling developments in a 
short time. Nothing definite could, 
however, be obtained about the mat- 
ter. Louisville & Naahvillo was depressed, 
falling from -Hi J to 43$. The other promin- 
ent stocks outside of those mentioned above 
and near the close enjoyed quite an upward 
turn. In this movement the Grangers, 
Whiskey, Chicago Gas, and Western Union 
were conspicuous. Tho activo issues show 
gainB for tho day of \ to l.\ with Burlington 
ct Quincey in tho lead. The Louisville & 
Nashville und General Electric declined 2 
to 35 percent. In the specialties Cordage 
securities were higher on the completion of 
tho re-organization of tho company. Com- 
mon rose from \ 6k to 20 and the preferrod 
from 42. 1 ! to 48. Tho total transactions were 
333, 060 shares, of whicb.64,611 were General 
Eleotrio.56,565 Now England, and 29,071

had to oonaider was what to do with tho ac- 
cumulating surpliiBoa. No ouo thsn dreamed 
that tho timowouldaoon coma when tho princi- 
pal caro of tho Seorotary of tho Treasury 
would bo how to moot a considerable deficit. 
Hesides tho excosa of expenditure over in- 
come, tho scarcity of gold ia giving tho Gov- 
ernment some anxiety. Tho reserve of 
$100,000,000 haa long aiuoo been trenched 
upon, and tho liabilities which muat bo mot 
with gold have not dooroased. The Unitod 
States baa a great deal of paper in circula- 
tion. Its cold reserve is amplo to protect 
the $.'U7, 000,000 of greenbacks which aro 
afloat, but added to this aro §150,000,000 
Treasury notea, which must ho redeemed 
with gold. Against this $600,000,000 paper 
currency thoro ia only between 80 and 90 
milliona of gold. Mr. Carlisle evidently 
does not like tho prospect of keeping so 
much paper in circulation, with so littlo 
gold to back it, and ho proposeB to Boll an 
amount of bonds, poyablo iu coin, bearing 
three per cent, interest, not exceeding two 
hundred millions. It will bo surprising to 
see tho United States compelled to borrow 
onco more. 

Franco iB this your also short of cash. It 
will have a deficit of some $15,000,000. Its 
Government is at its wit'a end to aupply the 
deficiency ; a tax on champagne was pro- 
posed, but tho opposition was such that tho 
Government felt it prudent to withdraw tho 
proposal. Italy ia financially in a deplor- 
able condition. Its deficit is §40,000,000, 
and tho peoplo are so overburdened with 
taxation that it ia impossible to wring any 
more out of them. 



HELP NEEDED. 

We siucoroly hopo that tho doora of the 
Young Men's Christian Association rooms 
will soon bo opened again. Victoria can alTord 
to maintain at leastone iustitution,tho object 
of which is to help young men to continue 
in the paths of rootitudo. The temptations 
to which friondle88 and homeless youths in 
this city aro exposed, aro many and alluring. 
If no attractive placo in which thoy can bo 
entertained and instructed, and in which a 
friendly hand is extended to them by large- 
hearted citizens, is open to them, it will 
bo almost a miracle if a very large propor- 
tion of them do not go astray. Tho Young 
Men's Christian Association is doing good 
work in othor cities, it can bo made to do 
good work in this. It should not be allowed 
to go down, The Bum of monoy necessary 
to keep it in good working order 
is by no moans large, and it could, we aro 
satisfied, bo raised, if proper exertion was 
made. Lot thoao who know tho value of 
tho institution, who have received bonefits 
from it hero and elsewhere, consider it their 
duty to exert themselves to save Victoria 
from thoroproaeh of not being willing— for it 
iaabundantlyablo— to support a very modest 
and inexpensive branch of tho Young Men's 
Christian Association. If an earneat effort 
were made, tho work would not be so diffi- 
cult as it now appears to many. Tho lions 
in tho way would turn out to be harmless, 
if not helpful. 

Wo believe that if tho ladiea took this 
matter in hand they would bo auro to 
bring it to a successful issue. It pains 
them to ace young men of promise 
going down to destruction, and they ought, 
and we believe thoy will, do something 
towards helping thoao of them who aro doing 
right, and whoao desire it ia to continue to 
do right, to keep iu the strait 'and narrow 
path. Tho young stranger in a strango 
land ia hungry for sympathy and friendli- 
ness. If thoae who can help him keep his 
good resolutions remain away from him and 
do not show by any sign that they have hia 
good at heart, ho will find others who 
will speak to him kindly, and who will evinco 
an interest in him, but the friendliness which 
they show, though perhaps genuine enough, 
is often dangerous, but who will wonder if 
the kindly advances aro thankfully accepted 
with hardly u thought as to the conse- 
quences? He may find himself well on 
tho smooth and easy downward path before 
he oven suspects its direction. This ought 
to bo provonted, and good women can do 
very much to uid tho prevention. 

We trust that tho Young Mon's Chris- 
tian Association will soon bo in good work- 
ing order again. If there ia a determination 
on tho part of even a limited number of tho 
men and women of Victoria that it ahull bo re- 
vived,! and the young man, whether resident 
or stranger, who wants a placo in which ho 
can spend an idle hour pleasantly and 
profitably, will soon find in tho Association's 
rooma innocent recreation and cheerful, 
friendly company. 

A YEAR OF DEFICITS. 

Tho current fiscal yoar bida fair to bo a 
year of deficita all round. A groat deal 
was said not long ago bocauao there waa a 
prospect that tho expenditure of Great 
Britain would oxcood tho rovonuo. This is 
a miafortuuo, no doubt, but it iB one in 
which our Mother Country will have plenty 
of company. Tho Government of tho 
United States will this yoar havo to faco a 
serious deficit. Secretary Carlialo estimates 
thaL he will havo to provide for a deficit of 
twonty-oight millions. This, for tho Unitod 
States, is something surprising. It waB 
only tho othor day, comparatively, that the 
UnitodStatcsTroasury was ovorllowing, Ono 
of tho serious mattors which its Govoremont 



A FAILURE. 



Cattlo ranching iu tho Northwest has 
passed tho experimental atago. It is de- 
clared by Senator Cochrane, who haa had a 
good deal of experience undor perhaps tho 
moat favorablo circumstances, to bo a fail- 
ure. This is not altogether a misfortune. 
Cattlo tako up a largo area in proportion to 
theirnumbersand thecapital invested. A few 
capitalists can make largo fortunes in aranch- 
ing country where tho conditions uro favor- 
able, but tho great bulk of tho inhabitants 
of such a country must bo wuge-earnera. It ia 
far bettor for a country, tho soil of which iB 
fertilo, to bo cut up in small farms to ho 
cultivated by their owners. Tho inhabit- 
ants uf ouch a country are princi- 
pally proprietors, and whatever im- 
provements they make aro their own. 
Besides, a provineo or district inhabited by 
farmers who work their own land will pro- 
duce a groat deal moro than an equal area of 
meroly grazing land. Tho products, too, 
will be more various as well as greater in 
value, and tho country will, if tho land is 
at all intelligently and skilfully cultivated, 
continue to grow richer as time advances. 
Tho farming in most of tho prairio atutea of 
tho Union has been of tho most improvi- 
dent and slovenly kind, and this ia why 
aomo of them havo grown poor. Tho farm- 
ers havo starved tho land and the land has 
starved them. This ought not to be tho 
case in the Canadian Northwest. The ex- 
perience of many of tho statos south of them 
should bo a warning to them, and they 
Bhould study how thoy can crop their land 
without impoverishing it. 



A LETTER WRITER. 

Governor Pennoyer, of Oregon, appears 
dotormiued in whatever ho does to bo sensa- 
tional. So long as ho cauaos peoplo to atare 
and to talk about him, it matters little to 
him whether in what he writes he ia irrover- 
ent, or uncivil or unreasonable. His ambi- 
tion ovidently ia to bo singular. It is quito 
possiblo that ho labors undor tho impression 
that eccentricity is an indication of genius. 
But it is not. 

Governor Pennoyer'a last feat is to write a 
letter to the Preaident. It ia a remarkable 
lotter, bo remarkable that it ia difficult 
to underatand how a sano man could 
bring himself to write it. Tho latter 
contains many peculiar statements — thisouo 
for instance, "To-day iB tho first Christmas 
in the history of Oregon when more than 
two-thirds of its peoplo are without employ- 
ment, and more than one-third without su- 
fficient means of support. Iiuainesa 
is almost completely stagnated, monoy is 
not to bo obtained, and debtors are power 
leaa to avert seizure of their property and 
their homes to satisfy, at a small percent 
ago of their value, the claims of credp 
tors." 

If what Governor Pennoyer writes 
ia truo or nearly true, tho Stuto of 
Oregon which is known to bo rich 
in resources dovoloped and undeveloped, 
is in tho worst sense bankrupt. If its 
Government wero abort of money and un 
ablo to moot its liabilities, its condition 
would bo Butlhiently deplorable ; but when 
two thirds of its peoplo are obliged to puss 
their timo in enforced idleness, and when 
tho remaining third aro absolutely without 
tho moans of obtaining tho neceaaaries of 
lifo, it ia hard to find lunguugo sufficiently 
atrong to deacriho tho misery in which 
tho whole community ia Btceped. Oregon, 
according to tho tostimony of its Governor, 
muBt bo a pauper State. Is thio true 1 

According to the Governor, tho State at 
the head of whoao affairs ho haa been 
placed, waa plungod from u condition 
of oflluonco into this abyss of poverty 
suddenly. Ho attributes tho Bufferings 
of the destitute in his Stuto and tho un 
happiness of thoao who owe more than thoy 
can pay, to the acta of Grovor Clovoland's 
Administration, Although not twolvo 
months havo elapsed since Mr. Clevoland 
wus inaugurated, tho influonco of his presonco 
in tho White Houso haa been sufficient to 
pluugo tho State of Orogou into tho depths 
of miaory. " Tho sole causes " of Oregon's 
troubles, ho says, " aro tho laws of Con 
gross, which havo discriminated against 
silvor and made gold alono a logal tondor 
monoy." Tho conaequences of tho repeal of 
tho Sherman Act must havo boon indeed 
miraculous when thoy could effect so groat a 



change, in bo short a time, in tho Stuto of 
Oregon. Ia thus attributing to causes, 
which cameinto operation ouly tho othor day, 
oonaequencos which it must have taken years 
to bring about, Governor Pennoyer ia only 
following tho example of a hoat of partiaan 
journalists whose rough and ready way of 
explaining political and social phenomena 
muat excite thu wonder of every ono who 
haa tho leant intelligence and knows how to 
reason. These journalists and tho irro- 
presaiblo Governor of Oregon remind ua of 
nothing so much as tho children who expect 
the seed sown to-day to bo up and bearing 
flowera and fruit tho week uftor noxt. It 
does not acem to occur to these peoplo in 
their haste to attributo to their opponents 
all tho ovila with which tho country is 
afflicted, that the cuuaca of an unhealthy 
atato of society and of troublo in tho financial 
world must havo been silently working for 
a long time, and that the troubles which afflict 
tho State of Oregon and othor Statea, uro 
tho bitter harvest of seeds of ovil sown, it 
may bo, many yours ago. Troubles do not 
spring up liko Jonah's gourd in u night. 
They aro deep-rooted and geuerully of slow 
growth. l'onnoyer's foolishness differs 
from tho fooliahnesa of many " ublo " 
journalists only in degree. It is thu aame 
in kind.

Uotlon for An Injunction to Regulate tho 
Flouting of Lors. 

Mr. Justico Creaso yesterday heard an 
application for an injunction in tho suit of 
tho Attorney-General for Canada vs. 
Hughitt & Mclntyre, this application being 
made by Attorney-General Davie, who, with 
Mr. H. D. Helmcken, appeared for the 
plaintiff. Tho court was asked to 
mako an order againat tho dofendanta 
and the aaaignees of their estato, Messrs. 
Karlo and Johnson, to reatraiu the further 
floating of logs down the Cowichan river un- 
til all tho present accumulations of logs have 
been removed.

In 
support of his application he read 
affidavits showing that by reason of tho logs 
being allowed to pile up on the banks and 
in the river tho water had cut freah chan- 
nels, thereby carrying away largo quantities 
of public und privato land adjoining tho 
banks, besides placing tho railway bridge in 
imminent dangor of being carried away. It 
was shown that tho ravages mado by the 
river are constantly increasing, and that 
irreparable disaster may occur if tho defend- 
ants are not restrained as applied for. 

E. V. Bodwell, on behalf of tho defend- 
ants, objected to proceeding with the matter 
during vacation and upon such short notico. 

Tho Attorney- General claimed that notice 
was not neceasary, and that the urgency of 
tho case and tho far-reaching nature of the 
damage being dono made it necessary that 
tho court should interfere immediately.

IN A BRAZILIAN DUNGEON. 

An American Ship's Captain Has a Serious 
Grievance Against Pelxoto's 
Government. 

Philadelphia, Doc. 27. — Tho schooner 
Graco Andrews, Capt. John Andrews, of 
Ihomston, Me., arrived hore to-day from 
Brazil. Capt. Andrews has a grievance 
against Peixoto'a government for which ho 
proposes to try und collect damages 
throught tho State Department. For six 
mouths past Capt. Andrews baa been cruis- 
ing along the Brazilian coast trying to pick 
up a cargo. In Novembor ho anchored his 
schooner a short distance below Rio Janeiro 
and started in a small boat with three men 
for tho Brazilian capital, where ho proposed 
to pay a visit to his brother, who is a mer- 
chant there. As Captain Andrews sailed 
into tho bay of Rio one of Peixoto'a patrol 
boats came alongside, and without any par- 
ley the officer in command informed 
Capt. Androws that ho and his men wero 
priaonera. Thero was a small American 
flag floating in tho bow of tho boat and this 
the Brazilians tore down and ordered Capt. 
Andrews' men to direct their boat towards 
shore. Aa resistance would have been 
useless, the Americans did as they were 
ordered, and when they got ashore they 
were marched to the euatle of Santa Cruz 
and imprisoned in dungeons. Capt. Andrews 
says tho colls they were put in wero horrible 
places — damp and cold, and over run 
with rats, lizards and snakes. They were 
kept at the cuntlo for twenty-five hours and 
then marched into tho city. As they were 
being led through the streets Capt. Androws 
met his brother ond explained tho matter to 
him. His brother at onco secured his re- 
lease from tho authorities.

THE CRONIN MURDER. 

Important Evidence Excluded Regarding tho 
Notorious Camp No. UO. 

CHICAGO, Doc. 27. — All tho testimony re- 
lating to tho murdor, tho inciting speeches 
at notorious Camp No. 20 of tho Clan-na- 
Gael, to tho accusations uguinst Dr. Cronin 
of heing a British spy, to tho motion of tho 
appointment of a secret committee of three 
mado by Daniel Coughlin, in fact all the 
Camp 20 testimony admitted at the former 
trial except tho fact that O'Sullivan, Cough- 
lin, Burke, Cunnca and Foy wero members 
of the Camp at tho same time, will ho ex- 
cluded ut tho present trial of Dan Coughlin. 
Judge Tuthill so decidod to-day when Capt. 
T. F. O'Connor, an active friend of Dr. 
Cronin in Camp 20, was on the stand. This 
victory for tho defouco was won after a 
lively legal passage, Capt. O'Connor was 
stopped short when ho was asked if Andrew 
Foy made u speech on tho night of February 
8, 1SS9, at tho mooting of Camp 20. At- 
torney Wing objected to that lino of testi- 
mony becauso tho Supremo court had adju- 
dicated ugainBt tho theory of tho prosecu- 
tion that tho conspiracy to murder tho 
Doctor hud boon formed in Camp 20, 
and because a speoch by Foy or any other 
member of Camp 20 was not a criminating 
circumstuucea againat his client. Attorney 
Scanlan waa on hia feet to delino tho claim 
of tho proaecutiou in view of tho Supremo 
court's decision. " Wo don't say that thoro 
was a conspiracy to removo Cronin among 
cortain mombera of Comp 20. Wo propose 
to show tho uBaociation of the80 men, and we 
propose to show that on this night in Febru- 
ary and othor nights, apeocheB wero made by 
Andrew Foy and othor enemies of Dr. 
Cronin. Wo propnso to show that Capt. 
O'Connor mudo u speoch defending Cronin, 
und uBBerting that tho Doctor had the proofs 
in hia posacsBion which showed hia enemies 
where tho traitors to tho cause wero. It 
was then Dan. Coughlin aroso and moved 
tho appointment of a committee of three to 
inveBtigato tho charges und statement of 
O'Connor." Judgo Tuthill was on the 
point of allowing tho witness to 
proceed, reserving his right to oxcludo tho 
testimony afterwards, when ho aakod to boo 
a copy of O'Connor's ovidonco given at tho 
first trial. Whon ho had finished ho said : 
" I will exclude it now nnd sustain tho ob- 
jection. I seo nothing horo which could bo 
considered a criminating circumatauco 
againat tho defendant.

Continuation of Hou. Mr. Davie's He- 
view of the Policy of the 
Government. 



Tax on Land and Other Matters- 
Speeches of Messrs. Keith 
and Foster. 



The following ia the continuation of tho 
speeoh of Hon. Theodoro Davio, delivered 
ut the Nanaimo meeting on Saturday night, 
as published in tho Nanaimo Tolegram : — 

Having placed tho finances of tho oountry 
in a sound condition tho Government could 
consider tho question of aid to Bottlers in ae 
quiring small holdings. This could not bo done 
beforo for wunt of monoy und might not be 
put in oporation during tho present fiscal 
year but there is no reason why ttio Govern- 
ment should not adopt a scheme whereby 
parties taking up land and expending a cer- 
tain amount of money in improving it could 
got un advance from tho Government at a 
reasonable rate of interest extended over a 
period of years by giving thoir property as 
security for it. 

Tho Uhilcotin country to tho west of the 
FraBer river ia now open for settle- 
ment and would furnish homes for an im- 
mense population. Tho Government had 
constructed a wagon road through this 
country from Soda creek to Hantsville, n|dia- 
tauce of one hundred and twenty-five milts, 
which would soon bo extended to tho coast. 
When the coast extension ia completed 
boats could ply between the coast cities and 
the end of tho road, and in a abort time a 
lurge trade would bo dovelopod. A man 
with only a small amount of money cannot 
settlo in tho midlands of this province 
with tho hope of putting enough land in 
condition for cultivation, on which to make 
B living for himself and family. In somo 
countries where similar dillieultiea had to be 
contended with the governments had aeen 
fit to advance to bona fido settlers grants of 
money to opon up lands on the terms he hud 
just stated, and while it is not possible to 
udopt such a schemo in British Columbia 
ju8t now, in the near futuro he hoped to see 
such a policy inaugurated in this 
Province. Tho object of the present 
Government has been to place a high tax on 
all such land not previously exempt and re- 
cently for instance in tho neighborhood of 
Victoria lands that had been formerly taxed 
at $50 an acre were now taxed as high aa 
§750 an acre. This was boing dono to force 
parties holdiDg valuable tracts in an unim- 
proved state to put them in a state of cul- 
tivation or sell to someono olso who would. 
It has been tho policy of this Government 
to put a high tax on all wild lands. Ho did 
not think that this tax went far enough 
now : tho trouble is if a man 
ownB a large quantity of land and 
wanta to c-icape the wild land tax 
he goea to work and improves it, spends 
a few hundred dollars upon it in building a 
fence or something of that kind and then 
goes away to Kngland or aomowhera elao 
und waits until the improvements on sur- 
roundirg land increase its value when he 
sells his land out at a large profit. Ho 
thought an improvement on this tax would 
bo to compel thoeo who do not actu- 
ally use the land, that is absentcea, 
to pay the higher tax until thoy 
have to let tho land go or use 
it. Thia ia tl.o legislation which he 
thought with justice might be resorted to in 
future. In regard to the Eaquimalt & 
Nanaimo railway property, ho wanted it 
understood that under their grant they were 
exempt from taxation on tho lands granted 
to them. This was granted to tho company 
by a previous Government, and the present 
Government must in justice recognize tho 
obligations of thoir predecessors. It was 
agreed that the company should havo that 
land free of taxea uutil they sold it, and 
while they might encourage them to sell it, 
the present Government cannot break faith 
■with them, It haa been proposed by 
the Opposition to tax these lands, 
but once the Government shows it ia 
going to cancel existing obligations and 
break faith with those it has made bargains 
with, immediately its credit is not worth 
a snap. So that whatever is dono, 
he said, his Government would still 
pursue, and intended to puraue, a just 
method of taxing land and they should 
never do anything which would impair ex- 
isting obligations. For tho reasons ho had 
shown, he said, tho company were bound to 
get rid of these lunds when they can, and 
ho hoped that by-and-byo when the Govern- 
ment found itself in a position to bring in a 
measure for the puiposo of aiding the set- 
tlement of small holdings, as for his part he 
intended to aid, thero will bo a fair chui-ue 
of their being ablo to mnko somo arrange- 
ment for the Letter settlement of the lands 
between here and Victoria. Not that tlmso 
lands were not being settled, because they 
are being settled, and he knew, ho sa d, 
that tho company are anxt0U8 to sell and he 
wanted to encourago them to procure the 
settlement of those lands to a greater extent 
th.in at tho present time. 

Continuing, Mr. Davie said ho supposed 
they would expect him to say somethii.g 
about what is known as the Canada Wesi- 
ern project, that ia the project of building a 
railroad connecting with tho E. & N. and 
running up to Seymour Narrows, crossing 
thero to the Mainland and becoming part of 
a great transcontinental line. The Govern- 
ment, he said, had offered a large subsidy in 
land to tho promoters of such a line, and a 
great deal has been said about the project, 
but it does not assume at the present time a 
very encouraging aspect. A syndicate haa 
been floated, but nothing deiinito haa been 
done. Whether tho entire schemo will be 
brought into shape, a portion of it most 
certainly ought to bo brought to a successful 
issue speedily, and will be if within tho 
power of tho Government to bring it about. 
Ho said ho referred to that part of 
it north of Nanaimo to Seymour Nar- 
rows. It sreme.1 to him that ]>r. 
Helmcken's views on this subject were right 
and that it would open up the oountry and 
tho road ought to be encouraged. He hoped 
they would beforo long bo able to place 
something tungiblo beforo tho House with 
tho viow of tho extension of this road, and 
it will bo a part of that scheme to open up 
all tho land in tho northern portion of the 
Iblund. That railway is bound to como in 
course of time, no matter what Government 
you have, and the aim of tho Government 
ought to bo to bring this state of affairs 
about and to open up tho country as rapidly 
as possible. Although many of tho matters 
wore undertaken by the Government pro- 
ceeding tho present one, it must bo remem- 
ber that tho date of the coming into power 
of tho present Government was only a year 
ugo last July, when ho was called upon to 
form a ministry, and although many of 
these matters were inaugurated by 
the proceeding Government, Btill thoy 
were inaugurated by a Govern- 
ment which thia Government succeed- 
ed and wore thoroughly in sympathy 
with. Ho said for tho lust ten years ho had 
supported tho Government which had been 
in power and which ho deemed had worked 
in tho heat interests of tho country, and tho 
matters which ho hud brought into exist- 



ence have had the consideration and wore 
tho policy of the previous Government. By 
the turn uffaira havo taken the Government 
which now exists has opportunities in its 
power which no previous Government ever 
had. After informing thorn to Bomo extent 
of tho policy which tho preaeut Government 
intended to pursue in future, ho said 
it would bo for them to say in a few 
months whether thoy wished to make u 
change ( f Government or not. That would 
bo a matter entirely for them. If thoy 
thought the business of tho c mntry could be 
carried on bettor by other people.it would be 
in their own hands to say. While having 
no intention of relinquishing tho reins of 
government unless the people desirod it, to 
him personally to bo in politica was a matter 
of Ions financially, as those who havo known 
him know that ho had a lucrativo practice 
which he haa been compelled to a 
groat extent to relinquish ; ho would 
be hotter off from a point of pcraonal 
profit if he were relegated to stay at 
home. He had shown them ho wus 
not blind to tho vast interests of this oountry 
and tho great responsibility which rested 
upon him. Everything ho had made in his 
pructico ho had wisely or unwisely invested 
in thia Province und he hud no desire but for 
tho welfuro of tho Province, which meant 
also his own individual bucccbs. Ho had 
every confidence in his own und hia col- 
leagues' methods, and ho hoped to bo ublo to 
carry them out ; whether he was or not de- 
pended on tho will of tho people Ho had 
shown thorn that the people abroad hud con- 
fidence in his Government. If they had not 
that confidence they would not have lent 
tho Government their money and troated 
with them on us good a basis as with tho 
most favored countries. In tho great finan- 
cial circles, if they had not confidence in 
ub they would not havo placed the financial 
position of this l'revinco second amongst tho 
colonial securities of tho world. Those who 
have money invested aro hero most deeply 
interested in our progress and havo 
confidenco in this Government. The 
question then remains, aro tho elec- 
tors of tho same opinion or are 
they not? Continuing, Mr. Davie said: 
Now, gentlemen, I think tbut is all I have to 
say; tho issue will bo beforo you beforo very 
long. I hopo to have an opportunity to 
adaress you again and to go into these sub- 
jects more thoroughly than I um at the 
present moment prepared to do. I thank 
you very sincerely for tho kind and patient 
manner in which you havo heard me, und I 
look forwurd to an early opportunity of 
meeting you again. (Loud applauao. ) 

Mr. Davio then moved a vote of thanks 
to the chairman, which was carried unani- 
mously. At this juncture Mr. Keith rose 
and Baid that although tho meeting had 
been called to explain tho policy of tho 
Government, he thought tho preBent mem- 
bers of tho House from this district may 
have something to Bay on the Bubject. 
(CricB of platform ) 

Mr. Davio wished it understood that 
although tho meeting had been cullod by 
him, he was quite willing they should be 
heard, but he reserved to himself tho privi- 
lege of fifteen or twenty minutes to reply 
when they had finished. 

Mr. Keith on taking tho platform stated 
that he was surprisod at hearing that a 
meoting had been called for this evening as 
ho had asked Mr. Davio yestorday if thero 
wus to be one and ho told him, no. Ha Baid 
they had heard a great deal about tho policy 
of the Government, and ho was Bure it must 
give them pleaauro to hear some of tho opin- 
ions of tho Premier. He said, when he was 
elected to represent this city ho was elected 
on the Independent ticket and ho hud re- 
mained independent as far as laid in his 
power, and that was tho stand ho took to- 
day. Ho would tako the liberty of refer- 
ring to some of tho things the Hon. Premier 
had spoken of. In regard to tho redistribu- 
tion bill tho question wo were told hud been 
fought out on tho Mainland and it was prac- 
tically dead. They were also told that 
tho reason tho Government had not 
brought in a bill aa promised at tho luat 
session was because they had not the 
propor information, while it was con- 
clusively proved in the House that 
they had tho proper information 
and that thoy had all tho infor- 
mation in then that thoy have ut tho present 
time — he thought the Hon. Premier would 
bear him out in this. Ho thought the ques- 
tion of redistribution wus one on which the 
Government would probably bring in a bill 
at tho next session und try to ruBh it 
through. That, ho believed, would be tho 
policy of the Government at the next ses- 
sion. Tho next question he referred to was 
about the former government having bor- 
rowed $:)0,0(10 which showed how hard it 
was to get money at that time; it was very 
hard fifteen or twenty years ago, much 
more so than tho present. He said wo 
expect, d to develop something within the 
noxt fifteen or twenty years and he thought 
wo were growing very fairly. It is proved 
that we can borrow money at three and four 
per cent., and that shows the country is 
growing and will continue to grow. But 
there was another thing ho would like to 
refer to, and that was the grant to the E. k 
N K. Co. Mr. Davio hud said the terms 
got were not bo advantageous as the former 
(iovernnient had offered. Ho knew that; 
but if one Government does wrong thut is 
no reason why another should perpetuate 
that wrong. Since the grant wis given 
that company it wus found thut timeand time 
ugaiu grants huvo been given on precisely 
the sumo terms, yet tho Premier 
said it would not bo dono 
aguin, a statement which tho speaker 
wished ho could believe. The Canada 
Western railway received some 20, 000, DUO 
ucrea on precisely similar terms. He said ho 
found the policy of Mr. Davie's Government 
was the policy of giving away und encour- 
aging monopoly. He considered that the 
very question of giving away 20,000,- 

000 acres of laud, exempt from 
taxation, was B sufficient answer to nny 
proposition tho present Government could 
Firing up that thoy would not givo land at 
the present time. Ho nays that the Govern- 
ment's aim ought to bo to develop tho re- 
sources of the country, but has tho aim of 
his Government beon to develop tho re- 
sources of tho country ? He did not think 
they had devoted themselves to the develop- 
ment of this country at, all. He did not 
find that they gave any special facilities to 
the people to take up land. We are told, 
he Baid, that the R & N. R. R. sells land 
at $3 an acre, but the fact was they sold 
some at $10, and lands they think aro valu- 
able they don't sell ul $,'!, but they uro quite 
willing to sell uny lunds they do not tnhlk 
are valuable. Continuing, ho spoke of the 
deep sea fishery, and said that the Hon. 
Premier tells us of tho great benefit it would 

1 o to the Province. Tho Government propose 
ti give $500,000 aores of tho coust, laud, the 
moat valuable portion of tho Proviiioo, to 
this industry. That, ho thought, may be 
trying to develop the resources of this Prov- 
ince, but ho fuilod to see it. Ho said the 
Government wua giving this land away on 
tho coast of tho Island, and on Queen 
Charlotto Island for the development of 
tho Province. Well, perhaps it wus, und 
then he told them that tho roaaon 
tho negotiations fell through \vo8 that 
tho British Government wanted to 
to send out a class of inferior oroftora and 
fishermen and this Government would not

havo them. Tho reason, Mr. Keith said, 
to his mind wuu now, and as ho had stated 
in tho House, that tho whole scheme waB 
impracticable, that it was nothing more nor 
less than a wild cat schemo for speculative 
purposes. Ho believed that tho char- 
tors to twenty or more railways, that 
have gouo through tho House were 
only beouuse luryo land grants have been 
given. These churtors havo been peddled 
over tho couutry but no one would buy 
thorn ; not one out of twonty during tho last 
twenty years had been built. They thought 
they would gee enough land to onublo them 
to sell out and malto their few million 
dollars. Wo wero told, ho said, that thero 
wus to bo about £1,500,000 capital. Anyone 
knows thero would not bo justification for 
that amount of capital to bo sunk in it ; we 
have not the population hore ; wo cannot 
nllbrd to send tho fish east or south. Wo 
could never hove uny market that would 
justify such an expenditure as that, there- 
fore it was simply an impracticable and 
speculative scheme, nothing moro and 
nothing less. Ho said that Mr. Davie went 
on to compliment us on our coal resources. 
We havo all that, but in contradistinction 
to that wo find that tho present Government 
has merely treated Nauaimo as a suburb of 
Victoria since ever it was in existenco. As 
the Bourd of Trade very properly brought 
beforo tho Honorable Premier tho other 
day, wo have no facilities for law business 
in connection with our Supromo court. 
Wo asked for a land retnstry otlice and 
we cannot get it; we nsked for other things 
but wo havo not got ono of them. Thero was 
somothing peculiar, ho said, about theso 
things. When ho went into tho House as 
an Independent momber tho Government 
was very courteous. They went iu free and 
unprejudiced, and found it vory plain sailing 
for a few weeks, until tho Government found 
they could do without them; then it was dif- 
ferent. It was tho duty of the Legislature 
to protect the lives of their miners, and it 
might be interesting to note what has been 
dono on some few points. Last year New 
Westminster got a grant of $75,000, or §15, 
000 a year for livo years, to construct a 
bridge. There was something rather peculiar 
about that. Tho gentleman, ho presumed, 
who got that was Mr. Punch, who was ele 
ted an Independent, and for selling his 
pledges and his honor and becoming a sup- 
ported of the present Government 
his district received a benefit to tho 
tuno of §75,000, and that this bridge 
waS to be built through or on land closoly 
adjoining property owned by him. They 
found that Vancouver had another man of tho 
same description, who thought hia honor 
was worth a §10,000 courthouse to support 
the present Government. Victoria has 
beeu tor a long timo tho stronghold of tho 
Opposition and the residence of the Cabinet, 
and they found that thero are about fourteen 
or seventeen members rending thero, and in 
order that Victoria may bo appreciated they 
found they got §000,000 for thu Parliament 
buildings. Now, th&t wbu rather peculiar. 
Nanaimo got only §15,000 for a jail last 
year. Ho supposed tho Government came 
to the conclusion that the Nanaimo mem- 
bers were honest and could uot bo bribed, 
but we were told it had been forced upon 
them. It was pimply becauso they catno to 
the conclusion they could not help giving 
that §15,000, therefore they gave it. They 
were further told that the financial policy of 
the Government had placed them in such u 
position now that they wero able to do <|uito 
n number of things they wore not ablo to do 
before. He said he could readily under- 
stand that of course the financial position is 
a great deal hotter now, bocauso the re- 
sources of tho Province aro hotter under- 
stood and wo are better known. Ho did 
not see that any credit was due to this Gov- 
ernment but to tho development of tho 
Province. It has devolopod very rapidly 
within the last few years, but thero was one 
peculiar thing In connection with this 
money the Government was ablo to borrow 
ao cheaply tho Premier had forgotten to 
tell. Whilo thoy had borrowed they 
borrowed enough to pay oil their consoli- 
dated debt, hut they are running into debt 
now from §100,000 to §200,000 a year. 
Wo have borrowed this capital and have 
got to pay it Borne timo. And yet 
in the face of that this Government 
goes to work and borrows §000,000 to 
build Parliament buildings at Victoria. Tho 
year before they had voted §75,000 or 
§80,000 to buy land to put them on and 
then the Premier pretended to tell 
them thero was justification in 
going into debt for §700,000 for 
Parliament buildings. Thero was never any- 
thing in history to compare with thia. The 
Dominion House in Ottuwa came to nothing 
like tho per capita tax that this does. It is 
outrageous ; it is preposterous. Tho Prov- 
ince docs not justify it. If wo had money 
on hand, there would bo nothing in voting a 
large sum to building Parliament buildings 
to be an ornament und he supposed an at- 
traction to tourists who came to Victoria. 
That was one of tho reasons brought up for 
building them, that it would bo a beautiful 
place for tourists to visit, and we havo to 
cater to that to the extent of nearly §700,- 
000, and he believed before they were fin- 
ished it would amount to §.'100,000 or 
§100,000 more. Tho Hon. Premier has told 
you about bonusing roads, the Nakusp and 
tho Slocun road, but the sum of money to 
bo Burnt on that might build a road. We 
■find we have numbers of idle men staring us 
in the face in this Province. We have them at 
Wellington, Kamloops, Vancouver and Now 
Westminster, not by the dozen but by the 
hundreds, und we find we havo a Govern- 
ment going to spend that amount of money 
on parliament buildings that aro uttorly 
useless. Ho did not say this with any 
harsh feeling aguinst the Government, but 
these were thoughts that wero forced upon 
him. This Government was not doing its 
duty, they simply wanted to anchor tho 
capital at Victoria, whero some fourteen or 
seventeen members of tho Provincial Legis- 
lature reside. And if theso buildings wero 
built inside of a year thero would bo just as 
many or moro idlo men than beforo. (A 
number of peoplo loft tho hall at this stago 
of tho proceedings. ) 

He said he was very glad to hoar that it 
was tho policy of tho Government to tax 
wild lands, becauso it fully mot his views. 
He said he could endorao tho policy of tax- 
ing wild lauds as the Independents und 
Opposition had advocated that from timo to 
time in tho House until tho Government 
saw it was best, und although they hud not 
mado much of a showing thoy had helpod to 
spur tho Government on to tax wild land, 
which was one good thing in itsolf. 

He did not think it necessary to refer 
very much to tho Canada Western. Ho 
had voted for tho second reading on the 
condition that two amendments of his should 
go in. Ono of tho amendments was that 
this land should not bo exempt from 
taxation for a period longer than ton years 
and tho other that it should bo open for 
settlement at the current rateB for govern- 
ment land. They did not boo (it to accept 
theso amendments and ho, thoreforo, voted 
against it. His Bolo roason for voting as ho 
did was that he know thero wau a majority 
and thoy would pass that bill iu any ovont 
and ho thought if anything could bo added 
to it ho voted for it with that hope. Thoy 
had heard a groat doal of talk about tho 



financial policy of the Govornmont, and 
why it waa wo were in such a good financial 
position. Well, it was, as ho had said be- 
fore, owing to tho development of the 
Province that it was placed in that position. 
Our Province, ho Baid, had been placed bo 
prominently before tho money markets of the 
world that he did not think tho worst Gov- 
ernment could do any harm. Wo found that 
specimens of our minerals havo been Bent 
ovor the world, and if even one-tenth of the 
roporta wero true, it would bo a paradise. 
Ho presumed that was the socrot of our 
financial policy, tho Province has got such 
a good reputation no Government could 
spoil it. 

Iu conclusion, Mr. Keith said tho Govern- 
ment had dono one good thing since he went 
into tho House and that was about that wild 
land-tax. They had refused to raise the 
tax against Chineso, refused to debar them 
from working underground, to prohibit 
monopolies in railroads, and thoy wero giving 
away as rapidly us they could tho rights of 
this Province. Ho did not seo that they 
wero developing tho resources of tho 
Province. We aro told that theso ruilroads 
ure developing tho Province, hut when the 
business justifies it tho railroad will bo 
built ; if thero is traffic to justify a line of 
road to bo built it will bo built. Ho con- 
sidered no govornmont had any right to givo 
away land. Ho certainly would bo in favor 
of a guarantee because thou the land would 
como buck in tho future. 

Mr. T. Foster, on taking tho platform, 
said that aftor tho speeches tho audience 
had heard ho thought it was not advisable 
for him to, Bpeak at any length, but thero 
wero a few points tho previous speakers hud 
neglected to speak about, hlo did uot know 
whether ho should say anything about tho 
Government buildings as thoy had heard so 
much already; yet thero was tho temptation 
to speak of them becauso when he remem- 
bered the arguments ho had heard ho desired 
to cull their minds to aomo of them. For 
instunoo tho Commissioner of Lands and 
Works said the buildings wero necessary. 
That was a proper argument if ho could 
substantiate it. Mr. Turner said it would 
bo a great attraction for tourists. Then 
Colonel Baker said tho scheme would anchor 
the capital there in Victoria, and finally, tho 
President of the Council, Mr. 1'ooley, got up 
and told them it was a grand scheme to givo 
work to tho unemployed, so, remembering 
such things, he felt very much tempted to 
ropeat them. He thought tho Government 
would have been perfectly right in taking a 
certain plan and building a cirtain portion 
of tho buildings according to that plan, say 
§150,000, and ho thought most of the peo- 
ple throughout British Columbia would havo 
said that was right and sufficient. The 
year before §75,000 wus appropriated 
to build a now registry building and ho 
belioved they had a great necessity for a 
new land department and another §75,000, 
he thought, would havo been sufficient for 
all tho buildings for the next twenty-five 
years. While admitting it would undoubt- 
edly givo ample opportunity to workmen 
still, ho thought, tho Provinco could not 
get the same benefit out of that expenditure 
as if it wero applied to building roads. 
British Columbia produced ample products, 
but tho producers could not got their stuff 
out to the markets; conseopiontly, what is 
necessary to onublo tho farmers to meet tho 
demand is that they Bhould havo bottor 
roads to got their atull out; bo spend- 
ing §000,000 in the city of Victoria 
does not enable tho farmers to meet tho 
demand, which they could havo had 
that money been spent on roads. Then, 
in respect to tho lumber business, tho Hon. 
Premier told them that arrangements would 
havo to bo mado for tho payment of a 
government scaler. Two years ago 
tho fishermon and a considerable num- 
ber of loggers held a meeting in 
Victoria, and discussed tho same thing, 
and it was then decided that the Govern- 
ment should appoint a Government scaler, 
and they said they would bo satisfied to 
tako tho official scale. He Baid ho attended 
at committee meetings at which lumbormon 
and loggers appeared, and knew what he 
waa talking about. Lust winter tho Com- 
misBoner of Lands and works was asked why 
a scaler had not been appointed, und ho 
replied that it would not do to appoint 
them as tho lumbermen would have a hard 
enough timo to get along. Now, what did 
that mean T It meant that if a lumber 
scalor was uppointed they would have to 
pay more Btumpago, but the lumbermen 
were willing to pay for all they got. If the 
mill men cannot alford to pay stumpage let 
tho Government give them a rebato. Mr. 
Foster then said ho believed ho should say 
somothing about tho British Pacific. Thero 
again tho Hon. Premier said ho would never 
think of giving Buch charters as tho Na- 
naimo & Esquimalt railway got, but they 
havo done it ; they voted for the same 
thing last winter when they extended tho 
time for tho building of tho British Pacific 
and the sumo iniquitous exemption of lund 
from tuxatiun, und he did not think it 
would bo changed as long as tho present 
Prime Minister is in power. He said ho 
would tell them ono thing, thero is a differ- 
ence between the charter to the Esquimalt 
& Nanaimo and to the Canada Western, and 
that is the Canada Western takes its land 
in alternate blocks, which is an improve- 
ment over the old way.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Miieliluery for tho Esquimau Marino Rail- 
way— Thanked for Assisting tho 
"MIowera." 

A London special to the Toronto Empiro 
says : The munagor of the Canadian and 
Australian Steamship Company haa con- 
veyed to Thomas E. Bayard, American am- 
bassador, the thanks of the company for tho 
help ronderod by the United States cruiBer 
Adams to the company's steamer Miowera, 
which stranded at Honolulu in October last 
whilo on her way from Sydney, N.8.W., to 
Victoria. Replying to thia letter, Mr. 
Bftyard ( said that the sincere readiness of 
the officer* and seamen of tho vessels of 
both tho United States and Great Britain to 
render mutual acrvico iu seusonB of diffi- 
culty and distress indicates tho kiudred 
spirit of benevolence that is natural and 
honorable to each nation. It is to bo hoped, 
tho ambassador added, that this spirit will 
never ceuse to animate tho people of both 
countries and mark their mutual relations. 
MARINE NOTES. 

Tho Spratt & Gray iron works have turned 
out another pioco of machinery within tho 
past, fow days, which rcllocts credit on its 
manufacturers. This is a pair of coupled 
engines for tho now marina railway at Es- 
quimau, and is constructed in tho most 
modern stylo. Reversible gear is attached 
to it, which, when in position, will connect 
with other machinery. Tho cylinders aro 
12-inch boro and givo a 21-inch Btroke, 
while tho crank shaft, pontoons, rods und 
vulvo rods uro all ef tho highest quality stool. 
The bearings aro linedjwith magnotic metal, 
the rod bearings being of phosphor bronze. 
There are three gears on tho crank, which, 
when the machinery is in use, afford econ- 
omy in the coal consumption and otherwise, 
for in handling vessols of small tonnage tho 
same power is not needed as would be re- 
quired to draw a ship of 3,000 tons upon tho 
slip. 

Tho British ship Dunboyne, 1 ,,'!80 tons, 
Capt. Neil, arrived in the Straits yesterday 
afternoon, having sailed from London on 
tho 4th of August with a full general cargo 
consigned to Evans, Coleman & Evans, Van- 
couver.

Nanaimo Rovers Retire From the Cnp 
Series— Reception to Lacrosse 
Champions. 



The Rugby toam which represented Vic- 
toria at Portland on ChriBtmas day returned 
homo on tho City of Kingston yesterday 
morning. The mombera of the team are un- 
animous in their pruiso of the magnificent 
manner in which they were treated by tho 
MultnomahA.ee. They woro mot at the 
railway depot by some of the leading mom- 
bora of the club and woro escorted to tho 
Hotel Portland, their headquarters during 
their stay. Tho Victoria men woro by no 
means Buro of tho match resulting in their 
favor when they heard that tho Multnomahs 
woro captained by P. lilyth, the well known 
Loretto forward, and wero also represented 
by such well known athletes as Dr. Nunn, 
W. H. Nuun and S. G. Bowley amongst the 
forwurds, whilst Lasswell, tho hundred 
yards champion, and senior of opposing 
teams in tho American collegiate game, was 
placed as a wing three-quarter. 

The teams lined up at 2:30 p.m.; lilyth 
having won the toss selected tho kick off, 
Tho ball was (illicitly roturned and fumbled 
by the home backs. A succession of scrim- 
mages ensued tho visitors, gradually work- 
ing tho ball down to their opponents' goal, 
the Multnomah's being compelled to touch 
down twice in defence.

British Ship Masters Protest Against 
Nejrlect to Protect Them— 
Situation. Uuchaiiffed. 



Royalist Sympathizers Expelled From 
Uruguay — A Satisfactory Outcome 
for Government Auticipated.

Rio Janeiro, Dec. 27. — It is reported 
hore that eighty HrltiBh ship mustcrB, re- 
presenting 2,000 men and property valued 
at £ 15,000,000 have sont to Lord Rosobery, the 
Iiritiah Foreign Minister, a protest against 
the course pursued by Cuptain William M. 
Lang, commouder of tho British cruiser 
Sirius, senior officer of the British squadron 
now here; and Mr. G. Wyndham, British 
Minister to Brazil, neither of whom, they 
charge, will protect them in discharging 
their cargoes. 

There is no change whatever in tho situa- 
tion here. It is reported hero that tho 
Government of Uruguay has oipellod Gen. 
Silviru Martens, the foreign minister of tho 
Mello Provisional Government. Gen. Mar- 
tens is the c.llieer who, somo months ugo, 
led the movement in Southern Brazil that 
hud for its object the restoration of the 
monarchy. He is an enthusiastic monarch- 
ist. It is thought here that his expulsion 
from Uruguay, which ia undoubtedly the 
rosult ot tho action taken by the Brazilian 
Government to secure that end, will for a 
time put uu end to his efforts to overthrow 
the Peixoto Government. President Peix- 
oto has withdrawn the pay and dispensed 
with thu services of tho officers of the war- 
ships Riachuolo and Benjamin Constant, 
now stationed at Toulon. Ho aupeoted th cm 
of sympathy with Admiral Mello. 

EXTRAVAGANT UTTERANCES. 

The Socialist Organ In Uermany Afraid of the 
Students. 

Berlin, Dec. 27. — The Vorwaerts throws 
a wet blanket on the student's manifesto, 
saying that it does not beliovo they havo 
any right to speak on behalf of the intellec- 
tual proletariat which tho manifesto men- 
tions.
